RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 



1 . For clarification claims 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tawil (US Patent No. 6,421,723). 

2. Regarding Claims 1 and 10, Applicant contends that Tawil fails to disclose a 
plurality of ports, each port being adapted to maintain an LU command queue for each 
of the LUs. However, as previously stated in the rejection Figure 1, Elements 22 
and 26 disclose this limitation. Tawil discloses that each port maintains a 
command queue for the unit it is associated with. Therefore, each port maintains 
a command queue for each unit. In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993).
